Sec. 50. Naprapathic Exam ning Commttee. The Director
shal | appoint a Naprapathic Exam ning Conmttee to consist of
7 persons who shall be appointed by and shall serve in an

advi sory capacity to the Director. Five nenbers nmust hold an

active license to engage 1in the practice of naprapathy in
this State, one nenber shall be a physician licensed to
practice nedicine in all of its branches in Illinois, and one

menber nust be a nenber of the public who is not |icensed
under this Act or a simlar Act of another jurisdiction or
has no connection with the profession. The-tnittal-appotntees

Appointnments to fil
vacancies shall be mde in the sane manner as original
appoi ntnents, for the unexpired portion of the vacated term
Initial ternms shall begin upon the effective date of this
Act . Commttee nmenbers in office on that date shall be

appointed to specific terns as indicated in this Section.

The Commttee shall annually elect a chairman and a
vi ce-chairman who shall preside in the absence of the
chai r man.

The nmenbership of the Commttee should reasonably refl ect
representation fromthe geographic areas in this State.

The Director nay term nate the appoi ntnment of any nenber
for cause.

The Director my give due consi deration to al
recommendati ons of the Commtt ee.

Wthout Ilimting the power of the Departnent to conduct
investigations in any manner, the Commttee may recommend to
the Director that one or nore |icensed naprapaths be sel ected
by the Drector to conduct or assist in any investigation
under this Act. A licensed naprapath so sel ected may receive
remuneration as determ ned by the Director.

Sec. 110. Gounds for disciplinary action; refusal,
revocati on, suspension.

(a) The Departnent nmay refuse to issue or to renew, or

may revoke, suspend, place on probation, reprimand or take
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other disciplinary action as the Departnment may deem proper
including fines not to exceed $5,000 for each violation, with
regard to any licensee or license for any one or conbination
of the foll ow ng causes:

(1) Violations of this Act or its rules.

(2) WMaterial msstatenent in furnishing information
to the Departnent.

(3) Conviction of any crine under the |laws of any
US jurisdiction that is (i) a f el ony, (i) a
m sdeneanor, an essential elenent of which is dishonesty,
or (ti1) directly related to the practice of the
pr of essi on.

(4) WMaking any m srepresentation for the purpose of
obtaining a |license.

(5) Professional inconpetence or gross negligence.

(6) G oss nmalpractice.

(7) Aiding or assisting another person in violating
any provision of this Act or its rules.

(8) Failing to provide information within 60 days
in response to a witten request nade by the Departnent.

(9) Engaging in di shonor abl e, unet hi cal , or
unprof essi onal conduct of a character likely to deceive,
defraud, or harmthe public.

(10) Habitual or excessive wuse or addiction to
al cohol, narcotics, stinmulants, or any other chem cal
agent or drug that results in the inability to practice
wi th reasonabl e judgnent, skill, or safety.

(11) Discipline by another US. jurisdiction or
foreign nation if at |east one of the grounds for the
discipline is the sane or substantially equivalent to
those set forth in this Act.

(12) Directly or indirectly giving to or receiving
from any person, firm corporation, partnership, or

associ ation any fee, comm ssion, rebate, or other form of
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conpensation for any professional services not actually
or personally rendered. This shall not be deened to
i ncl ude rent or ot her remunerations paid to an
i ndi vi dual, partnership, or corporation by a naprapath
for the lease, rental, or wuse of space, owned or
controlled by the individual, partnership, corporation or
associ ati on.

(13) Using the title "Doctor"™ or its abbreviation
wi thout further clarifying that title or abbreviation
W th t he word "naprapath" or "naprapathy" or the
designation "D. N ".

(14) A finding by the Departnent that the |icensee,
after having his or her license placed on probationary
status, has violated the ternms of probation.

(15) Abandonment of a patient w thout cause.

(16) WIllfully making or filing false records or
reports relating to a licensee's practice, including but
not limted to, false records filed with State agencies
or departnents.

(17) WIllfully failing to report an instance of
suspected child abuse or neglect as required by the
Abused and Negl ected Child Reporting Act.

(18) Physical illness, including but not Ilimted
to, deterioration through the aging process or |oss of
motor skill that results in the inability to practice the
profession with reasonabl e judgnent, skill, or safety.

(19) Solicitation of professional services by neans
other than permtted adverti sing.

(20) Failure to provide a patient wwth a copy of
his or her record wupon the witten request of the
patient.

(21) Conviction by any court of conpet ent
jurisdiction, either wwthin or without this State, of any

violation of any law governing t he practice of
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naprapat hy, conviction in this or another state of any
crime which is a felony under the laws of this State or
conviction of a felony in a federal <court, if the
Department determ nes, after investigation, that the
person has not been sufficiently rehabilitated to warrant
the public trust.

(22) A finding that licensure has been applied for
or obtained by fraudul ent neans.

(23) Continued practice by a person know ngly
having an infectious or contagi ous di sease.

(24) Being naned as a perpetrator in an indicated
report by the Departnent of Children and Fam |y Services
under the Abused and Neglected Child Reporting Act and
upon proof by clear and convincing evidence that the
i censee has caused a child to be an abused child or a
neglected child as defined in the Abused and Negl ect ed
Child Reporting Act.

(25) Practicing or attenpting to practice under a
name other than the full nanme shown on the |icense.

(26) Imoral conduct in the comm ssion of any act,
such as sexual abuse, sexual m sconduct, or sexual
exploitation, related to the licensee's practice.

(27) Maintaining a professional relationship wth
any person, firm or corporation when the naprapath
knows, or should know, that the person, firm or
corporation is violating this Act.

(28) Pronotion of the sale of food supplenents,
devi ces, appliances, or goods provided for a client or
patient in such manner as to exploit the patient or
client for financial gain of the |licensee.

(29) Having treated ailnments of human bei ngs ot her
than by the practice of naprapathy as defined in this
Act, or having treated ailnents of human beings as a

Iicensed naprapath independent of a docunented referral
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or docunmented current and relevant diagnosis from a
physician, dentist, or podiatrist, or having failed to
notify the physician, dentist, or podi atri st who
established a docunented current and rel evant diagnosis
that the patient is receiving naprapathic treatnent
pursuant to that diagnosis.

(30) Use by a registered naprapath of the word
"infirmary", "hospital ", "school ", "university", in
English or any other |anguage, in connection wth the
pl ace where naprapathy may be practiced or denonstrat ed.

(31) Continuance of a naprapath in the enploy of
any person, firm or corporation, or as an assistant to
any naprapath or naprapaths, directly or indirectly,
after his or her enployer or superior has been found
guilty of violating or has been enjoined fromviolating
the laws of the State of Illinois relating to the
practice of naprapathy when the enployer or superior
persists in that violation.

(32) The performance of naprapathic service in
conjunction with a schene or plan wth another person,
firm or corporation known to be advertising in a manner
contrary to this Act or otherwise violating the |aws of
t he State of Illinois concerning the practice of
napr apat hy.

(33) Failure to provide satisfactory proof of
having participated in approved continuing education
prograns as determned by the Commttee and approved by
the Director. Exceptions for extrenme hardships are to be
defined by the rules of the Departnent.

(34) WIIlfully making or filing false records or
reports in the practice of naprapathy, including, but not
limted to, false records to support clainms against the
medi cal assistance programof the Departnent of Public

Aid under the Illinois Public A d Code.
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(35) Goss or willful overcharging for professional
services including filing false statenents for collection
of fees for which services are not rendered, including,
but not Ilimted to, filing fal se statenents for
collection of nonies for services not rendered fromthe
medi cal assi stance programof the Departnent of Public
Aid under the Illinois Public A d Code.

(36) Mental illness, including, but not limted to,
deterioration through the aging process or |oss of notor
skill that results in the inability to practice the
profession with reasonabl e judgnent, skill, or safety.
The Departnent nay refuse to issue or may suspend the

Iicense of any person who fails to (i) file a return or to
pay the tax, penalty or interest shown in a filed return or
(ii1) pay any final assessnent of the tax, penalty, or
interest as required by any tax Act adm nistered by the
Il1linois Departnent of Revenue, wuntil the time that the
requi renents of that tax Act are satisfied.

(b) The determnation by a circuit court that a |icensee
is subject to involuntary adm ssion or judicial adm ssion as
provided in the Mental Health and Devel opnmental Disabilities
Code operates as an automatic suspension. The suspension
wll end only upon a finding by a court that the patient s
no longer subject to involuntary adm ssion or judicial
adm ssi on, t he I ssuance of an order so finding and
di scharging the patient, and the recomendation of the
Commttee to the Director that the licensee be allowed to
resune his or her practice.

(c) In enforcing this Section, the Departnent, upon a

showing of a possible violation, nmay conpel any person

licensed to practice under this Act or who has applied for

licensure or certification pursuant to this Act to submt to

a nental or physical exanm nation, or both, as required by and

at the expense of the Department. The exani ni ng physi ci ans
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shall be those specifically designated by the Departnent. The

Departnment nay order the exanining physician to present

testinmbny concerning this mental or physical exam nation of

the licensee or applicant. No information shall be excl uded

by reason of any commpn | aw or statutory privilege relating

to communi cati ons between the |licensee or applicant and the

exam ning physician. The person to be exan ned may have, at

his or her own expense, another physician of his or her

choi ce present during all aspects of the exami nation. Failure

of any person to subnit to a nmental or physical exam nation

when directed, shall be grounds for suspension of a |icense

until the person subnits to the examnation if the Departnent

finds, after notice and hearing, that the refusal to submt

to the exani nati on was w t hout reasonabl e cause.

|f the Departnent finds an individual unable to practice

because of the reasons set forth in this Section, the

Departnent nay require that individual to subnmt to care,

counseling, or treatnent by physici ans approved or desi gnated

by the Departnent, as a condition, term or restriction for

continued, reinstated, or renewed licensure to practice or,

in lieu of care, counseling, or treatnent, the Departnent nay

file a complaint to i medi ately suspend, revoke, or otherw se

discipline the license of the individual.

Any per son whose license was granted, continued,

reinstated, renewed, disciplined, or supervised subject to

such terns, conditions, or restrictions and who fails to

conply with such terns, conditions, or restrictions shall be

referred to the Director for a determ nati on as to whet her

the person shall have his or her i cense suspended

i mmedi ately, pending a hearing by the Departnent.

In instances in which the Director i medi ately suspends a

person's license wunder this Section, a hearing on that

person's license nmust be convened by the Departnent within 15

days after the suspension and conpleted w thout appreciable

delay. The Departnent shall have the authority to review the

subj ect person's record of treatment and counseling reqgardi ng

the inpairment, to the extent pernmtted by applicable federal

statutes and requl ati ons safequardi ng the confidentiality of

medi cal records.

A person licensed under this Act and affected under this

Section shall be afforded an opportunity to denonstrate to

the Departnment that he or she can resunme practice in

conpliance with acceptabl e and prevailing standards under the

provisions of his or her license.
